Mr. Cobham’s Flight. 


Mr. Alan J. Cobhain’ s latest and greatest 
flight has done two things. It has written 
a new chapter in the history of the con- 
quest of the air, and it has put his Eng- 
land in the forefront of aerial achievement. 
The man and his machine have come home; 
safe and sound, after a journey of 28,000 
miles to and from Australia, in which they 
overcame dangers and difficulties that 
might have proved fatal to any mechanical 
construction save the stoutest, to any 
courage save the highest, to any skill save 
the most superb. Mr. Cobham has occupied 
just three months in this Australian flight, 
but his actual flying time was only 220 
hours, or less than thirteen and a half 
days. From the beginning the elements 
were hostile, and on the outward journey, 
between Bagdad and Basra, Fate struck 
him a heavy blow when an Arab’s wander- 
ing bullet killed his engineer, Mr. Elliott. 
Promptly, however, the Royal Air Force 
filled the gap with reorgnens Ward, and 
Mr. Cobham ‘“‘ carried on.’ During his 
biggest jump over the' sea, from Kaiping 
to Port Darwin+550 miles—he steered so 
finely on a compass course that, having 
seen no land for five hours, he came 
straight to his objective. Milton’s Arim- 
aspian had not a fouler journey than was 
the first part of Mr. Cobham’s return 
flight. His De Havilland machine (now a 
seaplane) met storm on the waters and 
tempest in the air, and there were anxious 
hours at home when even the

yesterday the voyager, in \a thunder of 
cheers, dropped upon the hosom of his 
familiar Thames.

figure in English history with the Golden 
Hinde, and, doubtless, will be preserved 
for the eyes of future generations. It is 
natural to speculate upon the causes of 
Mr. Cobham’s fame. Why bas this 
modest man emerged so brilliantly from 
ths long ranks of the British youth that 
was disbanded after the Great War? The 
answer, we may suppose, is twofold. He 
had a special genius, and he found means 
to exercise this genius at a moment when 
the national fortunes required it. As soon 
as Mr. Cobham found employment as a 
pilot of aeroplanes between England and 
the Continent he established a swift 
reputation for skill and ‘‘ luck.” All 
pilots on the great Bajtish airways are 
skilful, but: ‘‘Cobham’s luck’’ became 
proverbial. So, in Elizabethah days, 
Drake’s “luck ” was proverbial. As, how- 
ever, Admiral Chambers has said of Drake, 
- luck, when it is continuous and 
sistas: may always be assumed to be 
due to something more tha: chance.” Mr. 
Cobham’s “luck ” may ' defined, perhaps, 
as the result of a combination of three 
qualities—courage, caution and that mys- 
terious thing—an unfailing “'sense ” .of 
the air. He has taken a thousand risks, 
but never recklessly. He seems to have 
the swallow’s instinct of direction over un- 
known leagues of sea and land. ! Thus 
equipped, he became, at the psychological 
moment of England’s need ‘in the air, the 
pioneer of her long-planned projects, the 
“ blazer ” of her imperial trails. 

When we think upon the result of Mr. 
Cobham’s three flights in the same aero- 
plane—to India (19,000 miles), te South 
Africa (17,000 miles) and to Australia. 
(28,000 miles)—we see how richly he has 
earned the thanks of King and G 
ment.

Experiments with Coal. 

The important experiments that are 
being made in Germany in connection with 
the distillation of coal are of vital interest 
to British industry. Already most of the 
big ocean liners and warships have been 
converted into oil-burning vessels, while on 
land electric power, which is at onve 
cheaper and cleaner than coal, is being 
introduced almost everywhere. The pro- 
cess of railway electrification is developing 
steadily ; in the world’s big cities house- 
wives are depending more and more on 
electricity for heating and cooking pur- 
poses, and the demand for ordinary coak 
is falling every day. The Germans have 


by-products of coal must be made avaiiable 
if the mining industry is to be kept alive. 
With their customary thoroughness they 
have been devoting much time and money 
to work in the laboratory during the last 
four or five years, and, although no appre- 
ciable results have been achieved on a com- 
mercial scale, there is little doubt that the 
German chemists have made remarkable 
progress in their experiments. On last 
Wednesday Herr Briickmann, of the 
Aktien Gesellschaft fiir Industrie und 
Technik, made a statement in Berlin con- 
cerning the work of his company. ‘Some 
twelve million marks, or £600,000, he said, 
had been devoted to purely experimental 
work in the company’s laboratories, and of 
this large sum ten million marks, or 
£500,000, had been spent on the perfection 
of the Bergius process, with which excel- 
lent results had been obtained. He 
announced that his company proposed to 
make a start in the near future. It would 
begin with the distillation of lignite; but 
in a very short time, he hoped, the process 
would be applied to ordinary coal, and he 
had no doubt that distillation could be 
carried out with complete commercial 
success. Herr Briickmann asked the German 
oi] and tar industries to pool 
technical discoveries in connection 
At present, he 
declared, they were wasting themselves on 
parallel experiments, and the matter was 
of enormous importance to the 
nation that all their efforts ought to be 
combined. Much remains to be done before 
coal distillation can be brought to the aid 
of industry; but the Germans are fully 
alive to the potential value of the Bergius 
process and are sparing no pains or ex- 
pense in their efforts to perfect it. What 
is being done in England?

The New Turkey. 


On next Monday one of the world’s 
few surviving romances will be shattered. 
At midnight on that date Turkey will 
adopt the Swiss Civil Code, which will 
supplant the time-honoured Mohammedan 
law. Under the old system a Turk was 
allowed to have four wives, whom he could 
divorce as frequently as he wished by the 
simple process of dropping three stones 
in front of the undesirable spouse, re- 
peating three times the sentence, “Thou 
art no wife of mine,” The Swiss Code is 
strictly monogamous. Until Monday night 
every Turk will have an opportunity to 
divorce his present quota of wives and 
to procure a new quartette; for all 
marriages and divorces which have been 
contracted under the Mohammedan law 
will remain valid. Under the new system, 
however, divorces will be decided as they 
are decided in most civilised countries, 
with equal rights for both sexes; and 
bigamy will be punishable by five years’ 
imprisonment. The harem will disappear, 
and the odalisque will become as un- 
romantic as a British policewoman. No 
longer will Stamboul be coloured by the 
glamour of mystery and intrigue. The 
charm that lurked behind the curtain of 
the yashmak will be no more; for Turkey 
has become ‘‘ modern.” This revolutionary 
change is fraught with interest for the 
rest of the world. Hitherto Turkey has 
been “Europe s sick man.” Although a 
splendid fighting race, the Turks have 
been prevented from full national develop- 
ment by the handicap of tradition, and 
they have been unable to hold their own 
against the more advanted peoples with 
whom they. have come into contact. . The 
new Turkey, however, is becoming a force 
with which the world may be compelled 
to reckon. Mustapha Kemal Pasha has 
given it a driving power that can be 
compared only with that which has been 
given to Italy by Benito Mussolini. ” Each 
nation has its eye on the other, and one 
of these days their rivalry may cost 
Europe dear..

London's Welcome. 


TH was nearly a quarter- past two when 
the whirring of | Mr. Cobham’s machine 
was heard, and, immediately the people 
lining the embagkmen‘s and the bridges 
remote from Wastminster began to cheer 
with enthusiasmj All along the Victoria 
Embankment thé crowd was considerable, 
while it was noted that there were many 
boats on the river. Directly the aeroplane 
was sighted all the tugs began to let off 
their steam whistles, and the noise was 
such that it must have been heard by the 
airman above that made by his engines. 
There could be no doubt of ‘the heartiness 
of the popular. welcome given from 
Greenwich to Hammersmith. At West- 
minster the proceedings were restrained, 
but the welcome extended to Mr. Cobham 
was of a character not often seen in such 
surroundings. Jt was agreed on all sides 
that the programme of the arrangements 
was well conceived and admirably 
executed. 


The Coal Strike. 


Opinion in London to-day concerning the 
coal dispute is that it is broken, and that 
the long-drawn-out resistance of the miners 
in obedience to the commands of Mr. Cook 
has been useless. he venue is now trans- 
ferred to the disiricts, and, while it is 
uncertain what answer they will return 
to the delegates’ conference, it is thought 
to be possible that they will settle the 
question by accepting the offer made by 
the Prime Minister. It will not be an 
unmixed blessing for the Government, 
however, should the decision be in favour 
of its proposed tribunal with revisionary 
powers. The Conservative Party is not 
altogether happy about this body, since 
it is looked wpon as a risky experiment, 
and intended to bring pressure upon the 
owners. It is the latter point that is the 
most discussed. Conservatives will not 
actively resist anything that the Govern- 
ment may do to honour its pledges to the 
miners, but they will strongly resent any- 
thing meant to bring pressure upon the 
owners. 


The Cost of the Stoppage. 


The coal strike is an increasing expense 
to the ordinary citizen. Gas is being ad- 
vanced in price, with an intimation that 
it must be conserved as much as possible, 
since there may be difficulty in securing 
sufficient coal to keep supplies going. 
London is really fortunate in having at 
the end cf the fifth month of the stoppage 
gas to buy at any price; for it is im- 
possible to.imagine what it would have 
done without this almost necessary aid to 
present-day civilisation. The hotels and 
restaurants would have been lost had not 
gas been brought to their rescue, and the 
many thousands of people who have to be 
fed in London at midday would have had 
to suffer much inconvenience. As soon as 
the strike was assured the great metro- 
politan gas companies placed large 
contracts with America, and supplies 
began to arrive long before stocks were 
exhausted. 


The Leghorn Meeting. 


The subject of the conversations between 
Sir Austen Chamberlain and Signor 
Mussolini at Leghern is a mystery, “but 
in diplomatic circles to-day there was: no 
inclination tc become excited over it. It 
is probable that we shall hear what took 
place when Parliament meets; for then 
Sir Austen will be questioned on many 
points. He will be invited to make a state- 
ment concerning the Turkish cancellation 
of permission for the St. Barnabas 
pilgrims to Gallipoli to land at Anzac anil 
Suvla. The pilgrimage officials had 
obtained the full authority of the Tuykish 
Government to land at ‘Cape Helles on 
the first morning of their call, and at 
Anzac and Suvla on the following morning. 
Every facility was afforded for the Cape 
Helles landing, but the others were can- 
celled. The Reverend Mr. MacMullineux, 
M.C., who was in charge of the party, 
made a formal’ appeal against this 
summary decision, but was prevented from 
getting into touch with the British 
Embassy at Constantinople. Viscount 
Sandon is addressing the questions to the 
Foreign Secretary. 


lhe Liberal Party. 


Efforts are being launched all over the 
country to rehabilitate the political 

fortunes of the Liberal Party. As part 
of the propaganda it was an ingenious 
mind that conceived the revival of 
Liberalism, or rather of Radicalism, 
within the ranks of trade unionism. ‘This 
double-barrelled design serves the purpose 
not only of a rally to old allegiance, but 
will assist the movement to release men 
from the enforced levy to support a 
Political creed with which they are not 
in sympathy. Hundreds of working men, 
Conservative as well as Liberal, are almost 
dragooned into faying their shillings for 
the political upkeep of what in name is 
a Tabour Party, but in reality Socialist, 
with a strong spice of Communist thrown 
in. If the new Liberal move 
Libera] working men thus far, it will do 
good work; but there is no hope for the 
party as a party until the political house- 
hold is put in order, and the still 
rankling bitterness between Asquithians 
and Jloyd Georgians is tempered with 
Sweet reason to werk ‘fogetror for a 
common cause. i 


ASSISIS 


British Fruit-Canning. 


Thanks to the enterprise of the National 
Frnit-Canning Council, a new branch of 
the industry promises to come to the rescue 
of declining British agriculture. Under 
the auspices of this body, which was estab- 
lished only in February last, the acreage 
of land under fruit cultivation has been 
nearly doubled already, and it is esti- 
mated that it will have been trebled by 
this time next year. No fewer than ten 
million tins of home-grown fruit have been 
canned during the season, and the farmer 
has found a better return for his produce 
than if he had marketed it in the ordinary 
way. Fifty factories are in operation in the 
fruit-growing districts, and it is hoped 
that the number will be increased next 
year, when the tinning of peas and 
vegetables will be included in the venture’s 
activities. 


Bread Prices.

AT WESTMINSTER. 


(SPECIAL Tececram.) 

& ' LONDON, Friday. 

Ihe River Thames was once aptly described 
as “‘liquid history.” Another wonderful 
chapter was added to its story to-day, when 
Mr. Alan Cobham alighted on the broad 
stretch of the waterway beneath the shadow 
of the Palace of Westminster on the com- 
pletion of his 28,000 miles’ flight to Australia 
end back. He was given a magnificent wel- 
come. All London stopped work for a space 
to acclaim him. : 

Leaving France shortly after twelve o’clock 
Mr. Cobham and his two mechanics made at 
ounce for England. A vast crowd blackened 
the Hastings sea front to catch the. first 
glimpse of the intrepid -irman. Punctually to 
schedule the machine came into view at 1.15, 
and at 1.18 the seaplane was over the town, 
circling and dipping in acknowledgment of 
the great cheer of welcome which went sky- 
ward from thousands of throats. The 
machine made one complete circle and then 
made of in the direction of Maidstone, 


leaving behind fields of tiny fluttering hand- 


kerchiefs. 

i — AT WESTMINSTER. 

The airman passed over the Kentish town 
at about 1.40, and headed for the great water- 
way to London. Tremendous interest had 
heen aroused by Mr. Cobham’s home-coming, 
and all the way up the river all eyes “were 
trained on the wonder machine. : 

The scene at the House of Parliament was 
an unforgettable one. On the terrace had 
assembled many members of the Lords and 
Commons, with relatives and friends of the 
man, and Air Ministry officials. Perhaps, the 
most anxious and excited person of all the 
great gathering was Mrs. Cobham. On the 
opposite side of the river was another as- 
semblage of the Commons. The Albert em- 
bankment was crowded with sight-seers, with 
doctors, nurses and patients forming a back- 
ground on the higher terrace of St. Thomas's 
Hospital. Right away to Hammersmith the 
edges of the river were lined by thousands 
of people. 

Ameng the distinguished gathering wait- 
ing on the terrace of the House of Commons 
were Sir Samuel Hoare, the Air Minister, 
the Duke of Sutherland, Mr. 1. Ps O'Connor, 
Feisal, in his picturesque’ Eastern 
atitre; Prince Chichibu, 
former Air Minister; the Speaker, and Sir 
Sefton Brancker. 

THE WELCOME. 

Mr. Alan Cobham alighted at Westminster 
at 2.26 o clock, Shouts of welcome rent the 
air in such rapid succession that they became 
a roar. Sirens of boats and surrounding 
works ‘added their discordant but friendly 
notes as the machine performed a graceful 
glide and settled on the water. 

The sun shone brilliantly as Mr. Cobham 
stepped from his machine into the launch to 
be taken to the Speaker’s stairs immediately 
below Westminster Bridge. All the time 
cheer upon cheer was raised by the multitude 
on the banks of the river.

Then 
he turned to the Speaker and other eminent 
men who had come to greet him. Mr.

AMERICA NOT ALARMED.

ithe negotiations leading up to the forma- 
tiou of a Federation Steel Trust have been 
extensively reported in this country, and have! 
been watched here with great. interest. 

According to despatches from Wash'ngton 
to-day, Mr.. Hoover, the Secretary for Com- 
merce, has ordered an investigation to be 
made into the situation created thereby. The 
general opinion, however, seems to be that 
tas new combination will not be a competi- 
tive menace to the American steel industry 
in the home market, but may exert a con- 
siderable influence on-the world markef. 

Mr. Albert Gary, the Chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation, in. express- 
ing what is believed to be the feeling of most 
American steel magnates, says—‘‘ I hope that 
this combine will meet with great success, 
and I think that its managers will be friendly 
to American interests. This sentiment will 
certainly be reciprocated by the steel in- 
terests in America.’’ : 

The spokesmen of the leading manu- 
faeturers at Pittsburg, which is the greatest 
steel centre of America, point out nat a very 
small amount of the American product 
reaches Europe. They say that the in- 
fluence of keener competition, which will be 
afforded by the European Steel Trust, will 
ch.efiy be felt in the Far East and in Latin 
America, where the low cost of labour and 
cheaper transport rates enjoyed by the 
trust. will give it an advantage. 

In an editorial article this morning, the 
New York Times is of opinion that the for- 
mation of the trust is in no way a serious 
threat to our trade, and that our imports are 
too small to'justiiy the demand for an in- 
crease of 50 per cent. in,the Customs duty 
under a flexible tariff. The article goes on to 
say that Great Britain has more cause than 
America for viewing the new steel trust with’ 
alarm, and it coneludes by saying that the 
coal strike has brought about the importation 
of iron and steel, even for sickgiyaildies pur- 
peses, and has laid her export trade open to 
fereign invasion.— (Reuter. ) 


FRENCH ATTITUDE. 


PARIS, Friday. 

There has been virtually no comment on 
the final conclusien of the Steel Convention. 
It is announced, however, that the Sccialist 
leader, M. Blum, intends. to interpellate the 
Government on the exact tenor of the Con- 
vention, on the conditions under which the 
Government controlled the negotiations, on 
the measures to be taken to watth its econo- 
nic and social repercussions, and its possible 
consequences in regard to the foreign policy 
of France,—(Reuter.) ., 

The réview /usine writes that up to the 
resent the HEntente is limited to certain 
Beationnts! countries, but it is probable that 
it will shortly be completed by the adhesion 
of other countries, such as Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Austria, and Hungary. It adds, 
however, that the arrangement is open to ail 
countries, and that consequently there 1s 
nothing to prevent Great Britain from joining 
it in the future.— (Reuter. ) 


GERMAN SATISFACTION, 
| BERLIN, Friday. 

The conclusion of the International Steel 
Pact. yesterday in Brussels is greeted . with 
satisfaction by the Berlin newspapers, which 
emphasise the urgency of the agreement 
reached. 

The TZageblatt publishes the views of 
various prominent personages, including those 
of a leading Rhenish industrialist,, who esti- 
mates that, although under the agreemént, 
Germany, in the first year, will have to pay 
between two and three million dollars, or, 
roughly, three marks per ton exported—which 
is a serious burden—it is nevertheless acl- 
vantageous for Germany, who will be in“a 
position to regulate the German market, Fur. 
thermore, he says, it will now also be possible 
to revise prices on the international marke’, 
and to control them in accordance with supply 
and demand. ‘The agreement will, he adds, 
kenefit all parties, and fitty be regarded as 
the beginning of a revival on the European 
market.— (Reuter. )

man got into direct touch with the Shrews- 
bury police on the subject, and stated that 
he had bought the pills from the Birmingham 
chemist. 

Vhe Shrewsbury police got into touch with 
the woman, and it is announced that she was 
niaking arrangements to have them delivered 
to the Birmingham police yesterday. No pills 
had been received there up till early yester- 
day afternoon, and it is supposed that the 
purchaser had already cased. the pills to his 
wife when he saw the announcement of their 
poisonous contents in the Press.

SERVICE IN GREAT WAR. 

The London Gazette last night announced 
the retirement of two Generals who rendered 
distinguished service in the Great War—viz., 
General Sir H. de B. de Lisle, K.C.B., 
K.C.M.G., D.S.0., and Major-General Sir E. 
Northey, G.C.M.C., C.B. | 

General de Lisle, who joined the Army in 
1883, .gained rapid promotion, and saw service 
with “the Mounted Infantry in Egypt, and 
South Africa. In the latter campaign he was 
severely wounded. In the European War he 
was in France, Flanders, and Gallipoli, doing 
such splendid service in various Cavalry regi- 
ments that he was promoted Major-General 
and Lieutenant-General im the field. He also 
received French, - Belgian, and Serbian 
honours. He was General Officer in'Command, 
Western Command, 1919-25. 

Major-General Northey played a con- 
spicuous part in the European War, in the 
battles of Mons, Marne, Aisne, and Ypres. 
During his command of the Fifteenth Infantry 
Brigade he was twice wounded.: He com- 
manded the Nyasa Rhodesia Field Forces, in 
1916-18. in German East Africa, and was pro- 
moted Major-General for ainingeee service 
in the field. After his many military acneve- 
ments, Major-General Northey was appointed 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Kenya 
Colony, and His Majesty’s High Commissioner 
for’*the Zanzibar Protectorate, 1918-22. Since 
1924 he has been Gerleral Officer Command- 
ing the 43rd (the Wessex) Division (T.A.) 
and South-Western area.

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REMARKABLE SCENE IN 
MONAGHAN, -. 
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Probably the most remarkable train that. 
ever left an Irish railway station was that 
which steamed out of Monaghan yesterday 
for Castleblayney, having as passengers the 
destitute poor of the whole County 
Monaghan. They occupied .first,: second 
and third class carriages, and When Castle- 
blayney was reached they were whisked off 
on motor cars to the new County Home. 

The occasion was the migration of the 
whole population of the County Home’ 


(formerly known as the Workhouse) in] 


Monaghan town to the new Home in 
Castleblayney, and the passengers repre- 
sented the destitute of the four unions into 
which the county was formerly divided. 

In 1921, wher the Workhouses were 
abolished in the country, the inhabitants of 
the four Workhouses were brought together 
in Monaghan, where thg County Home 
was set up. Since that time there has 


been a great deal of discussion in the |’ 


county as to the location of the Home. 
Finally, South Monaghan won, and the 
former Workhouse in Castleblayney was 
approved as the new County Home. 


FRIENDLESS | AND OLD. 
A JOURNEY IN COMFORT. 


From OUR SPECIAL Reporter. - 
CASTLEBLAYNEY, Friday. 

The transfer of the inmates took place 
to-day. The total of 245 is: not *a” great 
number for a county of . the .size of 
Monaghan. They are mado up for the most 
part of friendless old men and women, and 
even of those a large pereeutage -are -classed 
as harmless imbeciles. Incluced also are 
nearly a score of unmarried mothers. Some 
are quite young, and others have spent from 


ten to' twelve years in one or other of the 


ecunty worknousvs. 

As the transfer of the hdéfme was looked 
upon as more or less of a local victory, there 
was a big crowd ‘at the station to meet the 
train. For the most part the people were 
there from idle curiosity, because few of the, 
men responded -to the call to assist the older 
people to the motor.cars which were waiting 
at the end of the platform to convey them to 
th ir new quarters. : 

The Great .Northern Railway “Company 
rosa to the occasion. There was none of the 
“ rattle his bones ” about this.train, which 
w-3 filled with the poorest of the poor. It 
was made up of first, second and third class 
carriages, as good as any on the line. The 
women and children occupied the first and 
second class compartments, and even the 
most feeble arrived at Castleblayney without 
discomfort. Furthermore, the train ran 
sharp to schedule, and covered the -distance 
between the two towns in less than an hour 
and a half. 

NEW QUARTERS REACHED. 

The whole migration was in charge of Mr. 
Whelan, Registrar of the County Board of 
Health, and Nurse McElhill, who had other 
nu-zes and wardsmaids assisting her on the 
train. . Nurse McE}hill, who was trained in 
Dublin, was first out of the train when it 
pulled up here, and she carried out a well 
thought-out plan of debarcation so _ ex- 
peditiously that everyone of her charges was 
transferred to the new quarters in lo=3 than 
twenty minutes. Having watched her 
h-ndling of this strange assemblage of 
humanity—from babies in arms to feeble old 
women carried in chairs—I was not surprised 
to hear from those who are in a position to 
know that she is equally competent in the 
surgery and in the hspital ward—a woman 
who loves the work that she has.sclected and | 
knows. how to do it. : 

Although less than one-fourth oí them 
originally belonged to the Castleblayney coun- 
try, all the passengers seemed glad to be here. 

“ It's - changs, anyway,” said one old man 
when I asked him what he thought of it. The 
men of the party were nearly all old, some of 
them physically crippled. Any of them who 
looked young had the eyes of the mentally 
deficient. There were very few that did not 
carry some little personal belonging. One 
woman had a melodeon—the musical instru- 
ment whose inventor deserves well of rural 
Ireland An old man cuddled a gramophone, 
which looked as if it were the origin of its 
species. It was his own and, therefore, some- 
eine that must not go astray in the flurry of 

ittin 

Only the carriers themselves know what. was 
in the other carefully-guarded parcels. There 
were things in baskets and things in red hand- 
kerchiefs, and things wrapped in newspapers. 
Strange to say, it was only the men of the 
party, for the most part, who thus clung to 
their dearest belongings. I tried to imagine 
the confusion that there would be in the new 
Home if by evil chance any of those precious 
things got mislaid. 

THE NEW HOME. 

A visit to the County Home shows that the 
old Castleblayney Workhouse has undergone a 
complete change. A sum of £8,000 has been 
spent on making the building suitable for its 
new use, and; to judge by appearances, the 
‘There has been 
installed a modern heating plant, and with it 
the very latest machinery for institutional 
cooking und.laundry work.: The hospital has 
heen pronounced officially to be one of the best 
of its kind in the Free State. It is in ‘charge 
of Dr. Joseph Duffy, a young man. :: 

~The new’ arrivals were received by the 
doctor and the acting matron, Sister Berna- 
dotte. Knowing that the arrangements: could 
not be perfect at short notice, some local 
ladies assisted the matron and the staff in 
getting ready for the new arrivals. They 
included Mrs John F. Smyth, Mrs. Bernard 
Coyle, Mrs. Maguire and. Miss B. Duffy. 
Thanks to their rá and that of Mr. John 
Duffy, formerly Master .of the Castleblayney 
Union, the inmates were sitting down to a hot 
meal within half an hour of their arrival in 
the new Home. They looked as if they liked 
the welcome, and spoke as if they had already 
formed a high opinion of the lady who is the 
head of the family to which: they belong. 

The Castleblayney. Workhouse was built in 
1841, to accommodate 1,056 inmates. For 
several years it was so crowded that an 
auxiliary workhouse was maintained at 
Creeve, seven miles away. There was actually 
a contract between the Guardians of the time 
and a local man to drive the overflow to sleep 
in Creeve at night, and drive them back to 
Castleblayney next day for their meals.

LITTLE OPPOSITION TO TERMS

We, therefore, urge the National 
Executive to do all in its power to secure a 
settlement which will have national protec- 
tion.”’

FUTURE OF THE COLLEGE 


THE ENDOWMENT. 

Mr. Blythe referred. to the disabilities 
under which University College, Dublin, had 
functioned in the past, and to the very useful 
work which it had done for the country. 
Government had made up its mind to endow 
the College, and the transference of the 
College of Science was but the completion of 
a line of action upon which they had decided 
a considerable time ago. The College was 
being endowed in order that it might do its 
work more satisfactorily, and coincident with 
that it was considered desirable that the 
functions of the College of Science should be 
carried out in conjunction and in close co- 
operation with the work of University 
College, Dublin. 

He presented the master-key of the College 
of Science to Dr. Coffey, with a cordial ex- 
pression of good-will for the future of all the 
University Colleges, and he earnestly hoped 
that University College would find itself in 
an even better position to continue its good 
work for the country. 


DR. COFFEY'’S REPLY. 


In accepting the key, on behalf of Univer- 
sity College, Dr. Coffey thanked the Minister 
for Finance and the Government for the 
generous manner in which their financial 
affairs had been dealt with by the Govern- 
ment. In addition to the new endowment, 
the Government had placed at their disposal 
a magnificent.-building,- situated in close 
proximity to their Government offices, and 
ithis deserved, he thought, a special word of 
Page and recognition. He had pleasure 
in assuring the Minister for Finance, on 
behalf of University College, Dublin, that de- 
spite various difficulties in the past the en- 

owment now provided would be sufficient to 
1eet their requirements for some time to 
come. 

| Dr. Coffey made special reference to the 
necessity for scientific research work in con- 
nection with agriculture, and assured the 
(Government that University College, Dublin, 
was sensible of the necessity for very con- 
siderable activity in this matter, which had 
been neglected for centuries.

| HISTORY OF COLLEGE OF 
SCIENCE. 


rs College of Science of Ireland came into 
existence as the result of a Treasury minute 
of 1865, which converted ‘‘the Museum of 
Irish Industry and Government School of 
Sciehce, applied to Mining and the Arts,” 
into| the Royal College of Science. Sir 
Robert Kane, F.R.S., the eminent Irish 
scientist, was appointed Director of the newly 
erected institution, which was intended in 
some degree to carry out his enlightened ideas 
as to the appligation of science to the in- 
dustrial arts, and to the development. of in- 
dustrial resources. In 1869 the Commission 
on Science and Art in Ireland, of which 
Huxley and Haughton were members, re- 
ported that “in the Royal College of Science, 
Ireland possessed an institution which, in 
the number of its professorships and general 
courses of study, is more complete as a pure 
school of science than anything of the kind 
existing in England or Scotland.” oe 

The College continued to be administered 
by the Department. of Science and Art until 
1900, when the newly created Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction took 
over its control. Under the new administra- 
tion several additions were made, with the 
object of extending its. national utility, 
especially as regards the staple industry of 
the country—agriculture. In 1897 a Com- 
mittee had recommended the removal of the 
College to its present site. The foundation 
stone of the new building was laid by King 
Edward VII., on April 28th, 1904. The build- 
ing was opened by King George V. on July 
8th, 1911, and thé College began work in its 
new laboratories in October, 1911. 

After the establishment of the Free State 
the College premises were utilised as Govern- 
ment offices, the students being compelled to 
carry on their courses elsewhere.

viewed Forde, and pointed out his liability 
under the Cinema Act in the way of providing 
fire appliances and exits.

RECALLED. 


SHOOTING OF EX-SOLDIER: 
FOUR ARRESTS. 

The shooting of an ex-British soldier, John 
Fitzpatrick, at Acragar, Mountmellick, on 
August 2, 1922, has had a sequel in the arrest 
vi ‘thomas McEvcy, gas fitter, Comer road, 
Kilkenny; William Condran, railway goods 
clerk, Church street, Templemore; artin 
Kelly, shop assistant, O’ Moore street, Mount- 
mellick, and James Mackey, railway porter, 
James's street, Dublin, in connection with 
the affair. ' 

On his arrest at Templemore, Condran was 
brought before a Peace Commissioner, and 
remanded to the next District Court at 
Templemore. McEvoy, Kelly and Mackey 
were brought before Mr. J. F. Delaney, 
Peace Commissioner, at Maryborough yester- 
day, and, on the application of Superintendent, 
Quinlan, Civic Guard, were remanded to 
Maryeorough District Court. 

At the inquest, held by the late Dr. Thomas 
F. Higgins, Coroner, on the body of 
Vitzpatrick, the evidence was to the effect, 
that the deceased man was taken by three 
masked men out of the house of his sister, 
Mrs. Sarah Neill, Irishtown, Mountmellick, 
at between one and two o'clock in the morn- 
ing of August 2. At eight o’clock the same 
morning the body was found on the road- 
side at Acragar, a mile from Mountmellick, 
by Patrick Dempsey, labourer, Maryborough. 
He reported the matter to Dr. O'Brien, who 
went out, with a nurse, and found the man 
dead, with a bullet wound over the region of 
the heart, and no exit wound. The wound

deceased man was found a label bearing the 
inscription, “ Robbers and spies, beware.”

‘A “ BOTTLE-NECK.” 
(By “ ARTIFEX.’’) 

More than a dozen years ago Dublin was 
the subject of a ‘‘town-planning’’ competi- 
tion. Since then—by a strange inversion of 
normal procedure—it has been provided with 
an elaborate civic survey. Concurrently with 
the survey the Greater Dublin Movement 
prepared and published emergency plans for 
Civic reconstruction, which not only caused 
much general public interest and discussion, 
but evoked definite expressions of Ministerial 
approval, and led to the appointment of the 
Greater Dublin Commission of Inquiry. 

In short, there has probably been more 
‘“‘town-planning ” talk in Dublin during the 
last fifteen years than in any other city in the 
world ; but there has been no ‘‘ town-planning’”’ 
—not even a semblance of the legislation 
which for Fear years has made ‘“ town- 

e in other countries. What, 
then, let us ask ourselves, have been the 
results of our muddle-headed postponements? 
Is it merely that things have not been done? 
Would that it were so! Irretrievable decisions 
have been taken. Irremediable blunders have 
been made. While we have indulged in futile 
discussions about Nelson’s Pillar, the con- 
struction of a new and vastly extended 
General Post Office is leading to insoluble 
traffic blocks in Henry street and Prince’s 
street, which are already congested to the 
point of extreme inconvenience. It is on 
public record that neither the Chief Com- 
missioner of the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
nor the City Engineer (our only traffic 
experts) weré consulted as to that irremediable 
decision. Concurrently the Four Courts and 
the Custom House are being rebuilt, while 
the secret of their future use is studiously 
withheld from the citizens of Dublin. 


‘PENDITURE WITHOUT PLAN. 

Something even worse has happened, and 
has provoked no evidence of public interest. 
Commitments amounting to millions of pounds 
sterling have been entered into for thousands 
of new houses and many miles of new roads 
right across the  northérn boundaries of 
Dublin. These roads and houses—to accom- 
modate a larger population than that of 
Dundalk—may have been planned, or they 
may not. If they have been properly 

planned,” why is there so much talk now 
about obtaining expert ‘* town-planning ”’ 
advice? ° Has the steed not flown? 

THE BUTT BRIDGE PROJECT. 

Now, with these facts staring us in the 
face,- we are on the point of being. launched 
into a decision the results of which must 
dominate the general flow of city traffic for 
scores of years to come. The Chairman of 
the Port and Docks Board has, fortunately, 
given us the necessary warning. Butt Bridge 
is to bé rebuilt and other consequential coyf- 
mitments made—at a cost of hundreds jof 
thousands of unds—because, apparently, 
the members of the Port Board think that 
the advantage of a new bridge nearer to 
Ringsend “is not now apparent, and may 
never become apparent, if Butt Bridge is 
widened. ~From the Chairman’s statement 
two things are clear. First, a decision of 
dominating importance to the whole future 
development of Dublin is merely the outcome 
of private bargaining between the Port Board, 
the Board of Works and the City Commis- 
Sioners. Secondly, the decision has been 
taken in. the absence of expert “-town- 
planning advice, and. therefore, without

REGULATIONS BEING 
DRAFTED. 


In a letter published in our issue of yester- 
day ‘* Citizen’? complained of the delay in 
putting into operation the Street Trading Act, 
and stated that there appeared to be an in- 
-rease in the number of stall-holders and 
vendors plying their wares in the principal 
horoughtares of Dublin. These complaints 
were made the subject of inquiries at the 
city Hall by an /rish Times reporter, when 
it was learned that the Act will be put into 
orce at an early date. 

lhe delay, it appears, has been occasioned 
by the work involved in framing by-laws by 
the Corporation and the regulations by the 
Jepartment of Justice, which are necessary 
before the Act can be put into effect. These 
regulations and by-laws are at present the 
wubject of consideration between the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the City Commissioners. 

The Street Trading Act, which was passed 
by the Oireachtas this year, divides street- 
irading into two sections—basket or tray and 
stall trading. The Department of Justice is 
drawing ur regulations for the first form of 
trading, while the Corporation is making by- 
laws more particularly in connection with 
trading at movable or fixed stalls or stands. 
The regulations and by-laws will deal with 
the issue of traders’ licences, the disposal of 
refuse and keeping the streets clean, and other 
matters relating to the more orderly conduct 
of street -trading. A list of streets and 
thoroughfares where no street-trading of any 
tind may be carried on is being prepared.

HELEN ALLINGHAM. 
a 
AN ACCOMPLISHED ARTIST. 
(From a CORRESPONDENT.) 


A little more might with justice be said 
of Mrs. Helen Allingham, the widow of the 
poet of “ Ballyshanny and the winding banks 
of Erne,” than is contained in the brief 
notice in The Times reproduced in Dublin 
on last Thursday. Miss Helen Paterson, as 
she was known before her marriage with 
William Allingham in 1874, was an artist, 
both in line and in water colour, of no 
common ability. The eldest child of Dr. 
Alexandet Henry Paterson, of Burton-on- 
Trent, she left .the paternal roof to live 
with her aunt in London at the age of 19. 
She desired to become an art student, and 
her aunt, Miss Louisa Herford, had signalised 
hes own career as an artist seven years 
earlier by a victory over Victorian prudery, 
or propriety. in 1860 she achieved the 
admission of women students to the schools 
of the Royal Academy. 

Miss Paterson was a most industrious 
student, and before long she was drawing 
01 wood for several of the leading illustrated 
Periodicals. Before she was 22 she became 
one of the regular staff of the (Graphtec. 
Many years ago the present writer bought 
at an auction im an old Irish country house 
the first thirty years of the Cornhill, starting 
with Thackeray's editorship. 

Among the contents of its later volumes 
he was delighted to find ‘‘Far from the 
Midding Crowd,’ as it first appeared in 
serial shape. To every illustration in line 
was the signature “Helen Paterson.’’ In 
the intervals of this more or less ‘‘ bread- 
and-bytter ” work Miss Paterson devoted her- 
self to water-colour drawing for her own 
enjoyment. Of the Royal Society of Painters 
in Water Colours she became an Associate in 
the \ear after her marriage. Her husband 
was then, I believe, editor of the 4 thenaum. 
She was elected a full member in 1890. 

Fourteen years ago she brought out, as an 
offering of pious remembrance, a little book, 
* By The ay.’’ which should be a great 
deal better known in Ireland than it is. It 
contaiys a number of her husband’s poems 
previously unpublished, and a rare collection 
of notes on every variety of topic which she 
had found among his papers. They reveal 
the inward soul of the man. What they 
contain «of literary. and personal criticism 
Would hardly fit m with conventional pub- 


lication, although it 1s never unkind. His.

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THE SNAPPING TURTLE’S 
CAMOUFLAGE. 


The word ‘‘ camouflage’’ only came into 
general use during the Great War, but snap- 
ping turtles knew all about it long before we 
did, whatever name they may have called it. 
These queer-locking individuais, lately arrived 
at our “ Zoo,”’ resort to camouafige to collect 
provender. Their backs have an innocent 
appearance of being merely moss-covered 
stones, and gu:leless live stock of various 
kinds wander over them until they get near 
the month, and then the turtle earns its 
name and a meal at the same time. They 
are very placid animals, and show little in- 
terest in hfe as a rule; they require a gentle 
prodding up to induce them to swim round 
and show themselves off. Their bodies re- 
semble alligators, ana the back carries a shell 
something like a tortoise, on which the 
camouflage arrangement collects. 

The painted terrapins also are very well 
named; the edges of their shell covering have 
the appearance of being enamelled in a per- 
fectly regular pattern of vivid red, hlack and 
yellow. Thev' are nearly as ready with their 
teeth as the snapping turtles: one of fem 
made a valiant effort vesterday to bite a 
finger off a tvo inquisitive visitor who was 
allowed the privilege of handling it: The 
ancient tortoise is beginning fo feel the 
:ppreach of winter and leaves his outdoor 
quarters quite early in the afternoon now.

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IMPORTANT CHANGES IN 
BROCEDURE. 


Mr. G. P. Cussen, Senior District Justice, 
announced, in the Dublin District Court 
yesterday, that the new District Court Rules 
came into operation that day, and stated that 
the most important change in connection with 
the procedure would be that in the future in 
the metropolitan area of Dublin, as well as 
in the afeas of the Cities of Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford, judgment would be marked 
in the office by default in undefended cases 
on the civil side of the court. 

Another rule provided that the service of 
all summonses would be proved by a declara- 
tion endorsed on the back of the summonses, 
without the attendance in court of the persons 
who had effected the service. 

In the case of summonses served by the 
Civic Guard in the metropolitan area, how- 
ever, his worship directed that proof of the 
service of summonses he taken orally in court, 
as heretofore. 

All summonses must be served within the 
extended period of seven days. instead of two 
days as heretofore ; but in proper cases it would 
be within the discretion of the justice to 
reduce the period to a Shorter term. 

From inquiries it had heen ascertained that 
members of the legal profession did not 
anticipate much additional trouble from the 
operation of the new Rules, except, perhaps, 
in respect of the new scales of fees introduced.
